1. The functions of the Foreign Agrlcuitural Service, Office 
of the Bfecretary, shall "be: 

(a) To administer the provisions, of the Act of 
Congress -of Jun-e 5,1930 (Public - No, 304). 

This shall include the collection and analysis 
of iftformati on ■ on foreign competition and d.emajid secured 
through the field' offices of the S6i:viee,\.'the Department 
of ■ State, thfe International Institute of ^Agriciilt-ore, 
and other sources and the dissemination of this .informal 
tioh to all ■fit'anches of the Department interested and '■ 
to the putlic, , 

In this connection it will "be understood that the 
Bureau of Agricultural Economics will T^e primarily 
reaponsilDle- for the- preparation and dissemination of' 
' analytical i-eports: on; the world situation, and outlook, 
including domestic ajid foreign factors, and that the ■ 
Foreign Agricultural Service will cooperate closely with 
the jBureau of Agricultural Economics in supjolying the 
foreign information needed for such reports. 

(1?) -To coordinate the relations of the Department 
of Agriculture in respect to foreign trade and edlied 
problems and policies with the Department of State and 
other Departments and agencies of the Government and with 
foreign goTernments and private agencies either through 
the Department of State or direct,' 

In this connection Mr, L, A* Wheeler, Chief of 
the Foreign Agricultural Service, is hereby designated 
Liaison Officer ^f the Department with the Department 
"f State, All correspondence prepared in the Department 
for the signature of the Secretary to the Department 
nf State and all letters to Members of Crngress concerning 
foreign trad© policy shall be routed tkrorugh the Foreign 
Agricultural Service, 

2. There is hereby established a Depaartment Committee on 
Foreign Helations consisting of Dr, A. G-, Black, Director of Marketing 
and Eegulatory Work, Mr. L, A, Wheeler, Chief cf the Foreign Agricul- 
tural Service, and Dr. Donald 0, Blaisdell, Assistant to the Under 
Secretary,

It shall "be the duty of this committee to consider 
such q^uestions involving foreign trade or allied problems 
and policies as may from time .to time" tie called to its 
attention by the Secretary or by the Chief of the Foreign 
Agricultural Service and to make appropriate recommenda- 
tions thoreon to the Secretary. 

The committee shall, :whehever deemed desirable, 
include in its deliberati*ns such other member or 
membcsrs of the Department's staff as may have a special 
Interest in the particular imatters under consideration.
